In this respect 
CapJnIn Graham related tho following 
anecdote of how a friend said, "Look 
at this compn.ss, It's perfect." Jle did 
look and there, tied to the side, wtis 
an envelope ot little niasnol?, which 
would add several liiindred percent 
to the deviation nt tho Instrument.

Suppression of 'Varsity' 
Receives Severe 
Criticism 



ALLAN FERRY MAY 
RESIGN, IS REPORT 



(Special ts McGill Daily) 
TORONTO, Feb. 3.— The follow- 
iny editorial, appoaring in ''The 
Varsity" today, sees In the atti- 
tude of the students a complete 
vindication of "The Varsity" 
policy in upholdino the freedom 
of the press: 

The Sludenty Victory, 
"ft 1» very seldom that tho student 
body ot this University a.^ a whole, 
hotlT men nnd women, cxprcs.s thc.n- 
sclves as decisively a.s they did over 
the week-end. On Friday tho Ailvisory 
I'joard ot Student I'ubilcation unan- 
imriiisly felt that the editor ot the 
Varsity should bo free to bring out 
an Issue In any form he wished and 
he subject to discipline for anything 
objectionable in It only after it: has 
appeared. Eiglitçcn hour.'ï later hctii 
tlio men's .and women's studer.ts 
councils passed by an overwhelming 
majority, tho motion that in their 
opinion tho action ot the ch.alrman of 
tho joint executive w.vï nnoonstl- 
tiitional, and that botit councils dis- 
approve of it." It was a most im- 
portarit and decisive victory won by 
tlio elected body of the students of all 
faculties against the oppression of 
student opinion at tho University. 

"Thcsa motions should never have 
been made under ordinary circum- 
stancea for they aro considered u un- 
written laws in every country in the 
world witii the exception ot Italy and 
Uiissia. 

"It does not reflect on tho student 
body that they were forced to put on 
record something that Is understood 
In all democratic countries. It reflects 
on one individual who teit that he 
could bo superior to constitution and 
accepted practice. 

"Now that these rights have been 
placed on tho books to gu'Uc egotist- 
ical graduate offlcors and otf;i;i,i!.j we 
v.i.'ili uolhtn:; more. .Vs far as wo are 
conconicd wo have had nu "scalp belt" 
nor do wo desire lo start ono at pre- 
sent, but we are indeed sorry to sec 
tluit Jlr.

The resolution in 
part is as follows: "These coun- 
cils go on record as being of the 
opinion that the action of the 
chairman of the joint executive 
was unconstitutional and that 
they disprove of it". The motion 
passes by the majority of 16-4. 
Unanimous Support

publishing hia paper for only then 
could a check bo placed on him, Un- 
animous support was given Lou 
Ciolden the editor by tha advisory 
board. Their support centred In tho 
resolution: "Tiiat tho advisory board 
feels that an editor of "Tha Varsity" 
should be free to bring out lin Issue 
In tho fornw he wishes and be sub- 
ject to discipline for anything objec- 
tionable in it only after it ■Iiaa ap- 
peared".

Whatever, pulp la made can in tiim 
ho given appropriate beater treat- 
ment and finally be converted Into 
paper on a complete t'ourdrlher pa- 
per machine, .ibout half the slzj ot 
Iho maeliiiir-, which ni.Tke Iho bul'J of 
tlic bank nolo paper in America. 

Tho ."wood room" Is at the north 
west ot the mill. Here the wood can 
bo welghcil, accurately mcasurcJ and 
all other data concerning It recorded 
for future use. Jhc digester room l3 
totally enclosed, so a.^ lo provont 
gases from reaching the rest ot the 
mill. 

An acid-making, and storage room- 
is located on the charging floor. The 
paper making machine is hou.scd un- 
der the lov.-cr portion of the mill, 
and it is a complete unit. Control 
laboratories for maklnr; various tests 
in connection with the semi-com- 
mercial Investigations aro located In 
tho basement of tho main building.
